The entire plant is inventoried at $1,350,000. At the rate 
of saving, $192,000 per annum on this basis, and estimating 
the plant as a 10 per cent investment, it would be werth 
$1,928,910. In his calculation, however, Mr. Ellicott carries it 
at $921,000. 

These facts are suggestive, in that they contradict the 
widespread belief that municipal ownership on a large scale 
is more expensive than the system of public work by private 
contract.

LONDON’S TENEMENT CITIES. 


Mr. John Martin, writing in the World's 
Work for June, tells the remarkable way 
by which London helps to house its poor. 

Che council has acquired land, he says, 
for no lese than the actual creation of two 
citles, one in the south of London at ‘Toot- 
ing, and the other in the north at Wood 
Green. The plans for these are drawn and 
show that on the former 5800 persons will 
reside and on the latter 42,500. At Wood 
Green, where $7.500.000 will be invested. a 
Space will be left in the center for public 
buildings (a library is already promised by 
Mr. Passmore Edwards) and a park will 
be laid out at the edge of the estate where 
a little stream winds through it. This wil! 
be a very Garden City, self-supporting 
from the first and likely to yield large rev- 
enues ultimately to the public landlord. 
The inhabitants will enjoy self-government. 
They will neither be debauched by charity 
or oppressed by rackrents. The advantage 
to them will be to have a model landlord 
in a model city; the advantage to the gen- 
eral taxpayer will be the creation of a mu- 
nicipal estate without cost to him; and 
the advantage to the whole community will 
lie in some relief to overcrowding.
